hung in the hall as a relic of barbarism, 
Until the twelfth chapter of St. Paul’s 
epistle to the Romans is read and the 
instructions therein acted on by éach 
individual, the pride and arrogance of 
people without a king will now and 
again break out into war, especially if 
“tools” with which to go to war are at 
hand. Note well that I am not saying 
that 4 monarchy—limited, as in Eng- 
land, or despotic as in Russia—is better 
than democracy. What I mean to say 
is that a republican form of govern- 
ment does not change the spots on the 
leopard’s skin. 1 need not refer to the 
Civil War in this country fifty years ago 
to show that a democracy does not 
always mean peace.

“I am opposed to woman suffrage 
because I believe it would throw an 
additional strain upon the efficiency of 
popular government which would tend 
to make it less competent to grapple 
with the increasing problems of today. 
Popular government involves a constant 
heise between efficiency of govern- 
ment on the one side and the difficulties 
in the way of prompt and. effective 
action involved in popular participation 
on the other. If undue emphasis on one 
side of this balance is permitted at the 
expense of the other side, our whole 
structure may topple about our ears. 
Suff in New York State was ex- 
tended to all classes of men because it 
was believed that the general content- 
ment to be derived from having all 


| classes of the community share directly 


in the government would outweigh 
the certain impairment in efficiency of 
o ent which would come from 
participation therein of an increased 
mass of electors untrained to concerted 
and effective action. a 
“If it were conceivable that the 
interests of men and women 
as elasges should diverge in the same way 
as the interests of different classes of 
men do diverge, the same argument 
which was used to support manhood 
suffrage could likewise be used to sup- 
port woman suffrage. 

‘It seems to me perfectly clear, how- 
ever, that there is no such divergence 
in the interests of men and women. 
Under the law of New York State today 
woman’s status, instead of suffering 
any disadvantage as against that of 
man, is really a more privileged one than 
that of man. Legal history shows that 
such disabilities as she was under in 
former times have been successively 
removed, at least as rapidly as corre- 
spews disabilities were removed in 
the case of various classes of men. Cur- 
rent experience also abundantly proves 
that without recourse to the suffrage 
the peculiar capacities of woman—her 
keener sympathy and special knowledge 
of various matters—can he brought to 
the assistance of government with suf- 
ficient influence to produce the needed 
reforms. ; 

“Furthermore, to assume that her 
interests as a class do, or in the future 
will, diverge from those of man is to 
challenge the fundamental assumption 
upon which modern civilization rests— 
the unity of interest of the family. 

“On the other hand, the passage of 
the woman suffrage amendment in New 
York this fall would mean the imme- 
diate participation in the ernmen 
of this State of some two million voters, 
the vast majority of whom are not only 
utterly without political experience or 
training, but have not even had the 


slightest experience in- those matters | 


of business which naturally lead up to 
and train for public affairs. Almost 
every man, even before he becomes of 
age, has had some experience in taking 
care of himself and others. ‘To be the 
man of the family’ means learning the 
hard lessons of self-support and pro- 
tection of others which are the founda- 
tion of govermnent. With such hard 
lessons the majority of women are en- 
tirely unacquainted, and the participa- 
tion in our government of a mass of 
voters without such experience could not 
but be fraught with serious peril to the 
poise, the common sense, and the ef- 
ficiency of that government. 

“Take, for example, that basic funda- 
mental duty of every nation living in a 
world still ruled in the last event by 
force—the duty of preparation for self- 
defense. Even under manhood suf- 
frage our very national existence has 
more than once been imperiled by negli- 
gence and inattention to this duty, and 
in every period of peace the slender 
precautions which we have taken are 
attacked by well-meaning sentimental- 
ists who decry the expense of such 
measures of national insurance. Parti- 
cipation in the decision of such ques- 
tions by woman, who is not only wholly 
ignorant of the methods of force, but 
whose very nature shrinks from the 
thought of it, cannot but be a source of 
peril to the Government which permits 
it. 

“It may be said that I give no heed 
to the presence in the State of thoa- 
sands of self-supporting women who 
have learned these hard lessons of ex- 
perience and many of whom are more 
competent than many men to handle 
such questions. I am not in the least 
oblivious to them nor unappreciative of 
the influence for good that they are 
already wielding in public affairs. But 
it is not a question of admitting these 
women alone to the suffrage—nor of 
excluding therefrom the less competent 
members of the other sex. The only 
question before the State is the ad- 
mission of all women of adult age, and 
even if we should assume that self- 
supporting women would be materially 
protected by the possession of the suf- 
frage themselves (an assumption which 
I believe to be quite unwarranted by 
the facts) the impairment to the ef- 
ficiency of government which would be 
likely to resul€ from general woman 
suffrage would even in their case more 
than offset this benefit, which they 
might otherwise receive. 

“I am therefore, opposed to woman 
suffrage and shall vote “No” when the 
question is submitted next November. 
_ “First—Because it is not needed to 
right any substantial grievance or wrong 
in woman’s present condition,

The first and least important of these 
improvements, ane yet one that is 
bound to greatly improve ditions, 
has to do with the widening of Elm 
Street at its junction with the square, so

The other and more important change 
consists of an agreement to widen 
Main Street from Andover Square to 
the railroad bridge, with the prebable 
widening of the bridge to take care of 
the increased service by the street rail- 
way company. This matter isnotfully 
determined because the railroad in- 
terests think that the cost of the bridge 
should be divided between the com- 
panies involved and the town. We are 
inclined to think that this contention is 
sound, and while the extra cost would 
mean something of a charge upon the 
town, it represents a charge that carries 
with it very greatly improved service for 
the larger part of the townspeople. 

The time has come when the electric 
railway connecting Andover and Law- 
rence can perform its full measure of 
service only by a double.track on this 
entire stretch. There is no reason why 
it should take a full half-hour by elec- 
trics for this trip, and it wouldp’t-take 
this time if all the waits at turnouts 
could be done away with. The present 
conditions of hurry, demand the quicker 
service and the town may very properly 
approve it. Let us hope there may be 
an amicable arrangement by which 
conditions may be made satisfactory to 
all parties concerned and improvéd 
conditions result.

of us to inquire, Why am I here, what | whom 


is my mission? Let us notice a few 
leading traits in John’s character. 
First, he kept his eyes open. Though 
his preparation was in the desert, he 
was not a mere recluse, he was a real 
man,—the noblest tribute possible. His 
eyes were open to the times and their 
needs. To the soldiers who came to 


him asking ‘What shall we do?’’ his’ His 


reply was, Show humanity; to the col- 
lectors of the revenue, deal honestly, 
and to the people generally, show love 
and helpfulness. 

John had a vision of privileges, pos- 
sibilities and duty, and so may you and 
I. . We are not far removed from him. 
Moses and John saw the vision and 
heeded the call. Such men are needed 
today. The lines of Browning are true 
today: at 

‘Earth's crammed with Heaven, 

And every common bush afire with God, 

But only he who sees takes off his shoes, 


“God give us men. A time like this demands 
Great hearts, true faith, strong minds and ready 
hands, 


Men whom the lust of office cannot kill, 
Men whom the spoils of office cannot buy, 
Men who possess opinions and a will, 

Men who have honor, men who will not lie.” 


The great trouble is, too many, failing 
to see the vision, are content just to 
pick berries. 

Another prominent trait in John’s 


up his mind regarding some things,— 
that men’s hearts, and so society, 
needed a radical reform. Surely this is 
our need. John denounced the shams 
and hypocrisy of his day. How preva- 
lent are they today! Our great need is 
of men of strong convictions; men who 
believe some things and who know why 
and what they believe; not mere ob- 
stinacy, pig-headedness, but decided 
views as to the right and duty.

Henry Siegel, who was convicted 
of accepting deposits for the private 
hank he operated in connection witn 
his stores, when it was insolvent, 
gave himseif up to the court at Gen- 
eseo, N. Y., to serve the ten months 
sentence imposed upon him last No- 
verber. 


After his conviction and sentence, 
Siegel was given six months’ liberty, 
under a stay, to earn money to pay 
back as much of the $2,224,000 he 
owed the 15,0v0 depositors ag he 
could, 

Counsel for Siegel withdrew the of- 
fer of $150,000 as the “substantial 
payment” to his creditors and waived 
stay of sentence. A few minutes 
later the former merchant prince went 
to the Monroe county penitentiary at 
Rochester. 

it was admitted that the change in 
plan was the result of the grand jury 
investigation by Assistant District 


counsel for Siegel confess showed 
Siegel’s offer was not acceptable to 
anything like a majority of the de- 
positors who lost in his bank. 

Siegel was convicted of a misde- 
meanor in obtaining a loan from a 
bank on a false credit statement.

Defeat of Russians in Galicia 
Appears fo Be lo Be Complete 


VIGTORS’ BOOTY Is IS NOT LARGE , 


Czas Troops Moved Almost Every- 
thing of Military Value and Left 
Few to Become Prisoners When

In Dardanelfes Taken by Allies 


The ‘Hussians have lost Lemberg. 
They occupied the Galician capital 
early in September and held it con- 
tinuously until Tuesday, when the 
combined Austro-German forces com- 
pelied them to retreat from the city. 

Whether the fail of Lemberg means 
that the Russian army operating south 
of it in southeast Galicia is effectively 
cut off from the army to the norti 
stretching across Poland to the Baltic 
cannot yet bé said. The newspapers 
of both Vienna and Berlin say this is 
the case and that the Russians have 
received a blow from which they can- 
not recover. 

lf the stroke proves as crushing as 
the Teutons predict, its effect, mili- 
tary observers in London say, soon 
should be felt im the transfer of vast 
German forces to the west, where 
for days they have been hard pressed 
by the French. 

Petrograd has not conceded the fall 
of Lemberg. Previous dispatches 
from the Russian capital, however, 
related details of what purported to 
be the systematic withdrawal of 
Russians from the town, and if these 
details should prove correct, it is be- 
lieved in military circles that when 
the count is taken of the Austro-Ger- 
man booty it will not be large, for, 
as was the case at Przemysl, the Rus- 
sians are said to have worked hard 
to move everything of military value. 

Russians’ Masterly Retreat 

Telegrams from Vienna concerning 
the capture of Lemperg and recount- 
ing the celebration of the populace in 
Vienna over the victory, add that the 
Austrian correspondents with the 


‘eutonic armies pay tribute to the | 


magnificent rear guard action fought 
by the Hussians,, who are declared to 
have retreated eastward in good or- 
der, leaving beliind few prisoners and 
even removing the Russian documents 
ftom the city, which, since the Rus- 
gians occupied it, has been called by 
them Lwow. 

One telegram from Vienna says 
Wmperor William and Mmperor bran- 
cis Joseph purpose to. meet. soon in 
the recaptured Galician capital for 
“fitting ceremonies to mark the end 
of Russia’s dominance of Galicia.” 

The news of the fall of Lemberg 
did not reach London until late Wed- 
nesday afternoon, when bulletins ar- 
rived almost simultaneously from 
Serlin and Vienna by way of Am-~ 
gterdam. It drove home, according 
to military observers, the fact how 
ample must have been the Austro- 
German ammunition supply to ac- 
¢complish the feat. 

Berlin and Vienna are reported to 
be filled with joy over the victory of 
their forces. Archduke Frederick of 
Austria, commander-in-chief of the 
Austrian. forces, and. General von 
Mackensen of the German army both 
have been made field marshals of the 
Prussian army in recognition of their 
#erviees in the Galician campaign. 

ttaliane Meet Reverses 

The Italians have met their first re- 
Verses along the Isonzo river, ac- 
@ording to dispatches from Laibach, 
Austria, by way of Geneva, 

Southeast of Flitsch the Italians 
fave been driven back to their east- 
érn frontier by a strong Austrian 
force, while their advance has been 
topped at Caporetto, where 30,000 
Austrians, who debouched from the 
Ternova forest, are now marching 
against the Italian positions north of 
Goritz. 

As an offset to these reverses the 
game dispatch declares that the Ital- 
fans have taken all the defenses sur- 
rounding Matborghetto, 

Malborghetto was fthefirst main 
objective of an Italian army, which 
has been slowly advancing along the 
railroad to Tarvis, practically since 
the war began. 

Fighting Around Arras 

The French war office reports that 
north of Souchez, in the Afrag sec- 
tion, the French madé slight prog- 
fess and repulséd a German counter- 
attack. 

The French exploded a mine near 
Berry-au-Bac, at Hill 108, causing a 
100-foot excavation and seriously 
damaging the German trenches, 

The Germans recaptured their see- 
ond liné at the Célofine trench on the 
heights of the Meuse, but the French 
tcok the offensive and regained a foot- 
hold. 

In Lorraine the French captured 
wo German works near Léititry and 
took some prisoners. 

In the Fecht river region fii AT- 
sace, the French have occupied 8 
dernach and pushed their line along 
the slopes east of that village.
